2 oz. broken thin noodles 

4 oz. crab meat 

ve pint cheese sauce 

4 oz. asparagus tips 

2 oz. sliced cooked mushrooms 

Additional grated cheddar 

cheese 

Cook noodles in boiling, salted 
water until slightly underdone 
about 6 minutes; drain and place 
in buttered individual ramekins. 
Arrange crab meat, asparagus 
tips and sliced mushrooms over 
noodies. Cover with sauce: 
sprinkle with grated cheese. Bake 
at 350 degrees for about 30 min- 
utes.
